Minneapolis Minn May 14—With 


all the pomp and ceremony accom- 
panying such events, Lotus Delta 
Coffman 
was formally inaugurated 


president of the University of MInne 
sola at the university armory here Fri- 


day. 


Succeeding Dr. Marion LeRoy Bur- 


ton as head of the institution on July 
1, 1920, after his selection by the 
board of regents April 14, Dr. CoB- 
man was thg fifth chief executive ot 
Minnesota's state university. Circum- 
stances prevented earlier formal in- 
itiation ceremonies. 


Surrounded by three of his lour 


predecessors and many of the coun- 
try's prominent educational heads, Dr. 
Coffman formally assumed the helm of 
"Minnesota" after Dr. William Watts 
Folwell, the university's' first presi- 
dent, and the latter'a successor. Dr. 
Cyrus Northrop, hud made addresses. 


With the exception of Dr. Burton, 


•who was unable to attend because ot 
ill health, presidents emeritus of the 
university since its inception in 1869 
were programmed for, th* occasion.

The League's Military Commission

about 1500,000 are Lithuanians, the 
state of Lithuania has no juttt claim to 
the land under dispute. 


Vilna'a streets are dally filled with 


Zdlgowskl soldiers, all of whom wpnr 
the Polish uniform. Many of the Jf- 
flcers have adopted the Zellgowski 
Central Lithuania Insignia which Is 
worn on the collar together with tlio 
Polish white eagle.
